twice a year, the most suitable times for 
this operation being the beginning of the 
winter months and the opening of the 
summer season, for which periods different 
classes of oil are necessary.

times stops owing to fuel starvation. At 
high speed the bubbles are sucked through 
the carburetter instead of petrol, and so 
the engine is left momentarily without 
petrol, A cure for this condition will be 
found by lagging or bandaging the exhaust 
pipe, or near the exhaust box, with 
asbestos. cord, or by changing the lay of 
the exhaust pipes to the opposite side of 
the chassis, or by fitting a larger pipe. 
A further cause, and one very often un- 
suspected, of the engine fading away or 
stopping altogether every few minutes is 
a leak in the pump, which takes in the 
air. The air entering ' this leak will also 


create bubbles in the carburetter, prevent- 


ing the flow of petrol into the engine. 
Binding the leak with fine copper wire 
and soldering it over will effect a satis- 
factory repair. 


WHITE COATS AND MORE CON- 
SIDERATION FOR POINTSMEN. 


There are two suggestions which, if 
carried out, on the one hand, by road- 
users, and in particular by motorists, and, 
on the other, by the. authorities respon- 
sible for the dress and the control of the 
Civic Guards who perform arduous duty 
on the traffic points in the city and 
suburbs of Dublin, would not only prevent 
the creation of situations in which 
accidents are very likely to occur, but 
would tend to make the difficult life of a 
pointsman while on duty safer and more 
bearable. The first* suggestion is that 
motorists and others should not pull up at 
the side of a pointsman to make some 
inquiry. This takes the attention of the 
officer from the demands of the passing 
traffic, and unnecessarily holds up follow- 
ing traffic. If the driver of a car finds .it 
necessary to make an inquiry, he should 
pull up at a suitable place and walk over 
This would avoid causing a 
block in the flow of traffic. The second 
suggestion is that all Guards on point 
duty during the winter, and especially at 
night, should wear a white waterproof 
over their great-coats in order that they 
might be readily discernible on a dark, 
wet night. White sleevelets, which are 
now used by sorne of these traffic directors, 
are not nearly prominent enough at night, 
and it is no uncommon experience for a 
motorist on a wet, dark night, when he is 
faced. by oncoming powerful headlights, to 
find the nose of his car within a few feet 
of the pointsman before he becomes aware 
of his presence,

Ross said that in his recently pub- 
lished book he had argued for the view that 
there was not one all-embracing principle of 
duty that we shouid produce as much go 
as we can, but that, there were certain special 
irinciples of duty, and among these he had 
faid special emphasis on the duty of keeping 
promises. This contention had been attacked 
in more than one quarter, and he proposed to 
consider two of the criticisms to which he 
had been subjected by Mr. Pickard-Cambridge 
and Mr. Joseph respectively. 

Mr. Pickard-Cambridge’s view was that it 
was a self-evident proposition that the only 
principle of duty is that we ought to do that 
which on the fullest consideration seemed 
likely to help in the production of the 
greatest amount of good—that is, he made 
the rightness of actious depend solely on their 
probable consequences in the way of good. 
On consideration, it seemed to him (Dr. Ross) 
that such a view did not take into account 
certain stubborn facts in our moral conscious- 
ness. The fact of promising to do a thing 
its being right to fulfil the promise, irrespec- 
tive of the fact that by doing so we should 
bring more good than by not doing so. 

seemed to constitute a prima facie reason for 


UTILITARIAN VIEW. 


Mr. Pickard-Cambridge had charged him 
with lack of a clear guiding principle for the 
determination of ones actual duty in par- 
ticular circumstances, but he claimed that. he 
had a guiding principle, though it was ad- 
mittedly dificult of application. His prin- 
ciple was that any -ac$. might. have “a 
number. of ~ different cafacteristics, ‘in 
virtue, of some of which it was prima 
facie right, and in others prima facie wrong. 
It was one’s duty to do thateet whose prima 
facie vightness in certaimsrespects outweighed 
its prima facie wrongness in others, his 
was not unsatisfactory theoretically, the ‘in- 
definiteness of the principle arising from the 
nature of the case and from the fact that 
moral life was a very complicated thing. 

As regards the question of, promise-keeping, 
Mr. Pickard-Cambridge, of course, admitted 
that promises should be kept as a general 
rule, and analysed the reason for this into 
various goods which were produced and evils 
which were avoided by so doing. Dr. Ross 
then proceeded to analyse Mr, Pickard- 
Cambridge’s theory in detail, and to examine 
certain cases which he bad put forward in 
which, from the utilitarian point of view, 
thefe was no necessity to keep the promise 
because a greater good would be obtained 
by not doing so. Mr. Pickard-Cambridge 
had shown great ingenuity in putting cases 
which did present a difficulty to one who 
believed in a prima facie duty to keep 
promises, but they could be answered. He 
(Dr. Ross) believed that there was a prima 
facie duty to fulfil promises, distinct from 
the prima facie duty to produce what was 
good. This seemed to him to stand out as 
a salient fact in the moral situation, even 
when the moral situation was thick with 
geod utilitarian reasons for fulfilling 
promises, or for breaking them, 

Dr. Ross then turned to the arguments of 
Mr. Joseph, who, he said, was a thinker who 
saw that utilitarianism did not account for 
the specific obligations of which that of keep- 
ing promises was one. Mr. Joseph had this 
in’ common with utilitarianism; that he 
thought what was right must be right by 
virtue of standing in some relation to what 
was good, But he did not thnk that that 
relation was always the causal one; he 
recognised, as the lecturer did, that there 
were two main branches of duty—that which 
would bring most good:and that which must 
be done independently of the goodness of 
the consequences. But he differed from him 
(Dr. Ross) in thinking that acts of the latter 
kind were .right because they are themselves 
good, and his problem was, therefore, to find 
in such acts something that makes them in- 
trinsically good. 


MANUFACTURING MOTIVE. 

His first suggestion was that this might 
be found in the motive from which the acts 
are done; but in his (Drigfiess’s) book he 
had argued that it is never our duty to act 
from a certain motive, because we cannot 
produce motive at will. The question of 
motive could not be applied in the case of 
promise-keeping. 

Mr. Joseph also argued that, if there was 
no single character possessed by all obliga- 
tory actions. which made them obligatory, 
one’s obligations would be an unconnected 
There was some force in thig conten- 
tion, and he (Dr. Ross) would be. only too 
pleased if he could find some single ground 
that made obligatory all acts that were so. 
But it was not pussible to do so; we see what 
makes any one act right—namely, its being 
an instance of promise keeping, or promoting 
the general good—but we see no reason that 
makes them all right. 

On the question of what makes right acts 
right, Mr. Joseph held that “right ” stood 
for a common characteristic in virtue of which 
the acts that onght to be done ought to be 
done. But whether it did so or not, it was 
only a question of the use of words, and the 
important question was whether Mr. Joseph 
could detect such a common characteristic, 
which was itself a form of goodness. © He 
made this impossible for himself by accepting 
the instrumental or utilitarian account of the 
source of the obligatoriness of many of the 
acts we ought to do. Most acts that are 
right are so, according to him, because they 
asin poze cr of good. But productivity of 
good was not a form of goodness in any strict 
sense of, the word. Mr. Joseph's view was 
that such actions were obligatory because 
they had a rightness independent of both 
results and motives.

done, and soforth, we build up from these 
intuitive insights the conception of an ideal 
community in which people would do these 
things, and do them because they know them 
to be right., 

In conclusion, Dr. Ross said that we do not 
read off our knowledge of particular branches 
of duty from a sin fe idea of the life, 
but build up our ideal of the good life from 
intuitions into particular branches of duty. 
In the course of our thinking we came to 
know more, but we should never come: to 
know more if we did not know what we 
started with. 


PROMISES AND * DUTIES.”’ 

The Rev. Canon Luce, F.,T.C.D., said that 
Aristotle taught that ethics is a branch of 
politics, and the Provost of Oriel is a modern 
editor of Aristotle. Putting the two things 
together, one could not help wonderin 
whether the paper to which they. had listened 
was about abstract ethics or concrete politics. 
They were asked why they should keep pro- 
mises, and he (Dr. Luce) said, Why, indeed ! 

They expected from the essayist a protest 
against the brutal Saxon _inter'pre- 
tation of our supposed promise to pay the 
land annuities. He never ra cian the 
annuities directly, but he said a lot about 

oods and duties, especially a long list of 
duties that flow from making a promise. 
Surely, his prima facie duty was 20 per cent. 
tariff on the cattle trade! 

Dr. Ross had a before them to-day 
as a casuist, an ex treating delicately 
difficult cases, ‘but his question took them all 
down to the roots of morality. The back- 
ground of Dr. Ross's paper was his book, 
“The Right and the Good.” That book 
was a little one, but it was a terror for its 
size. One could measure the terror it had 
inspired by the attacks from which ‘he de- 
fended it. The fact is, said Dr, Luée, that 
our age—and the young people here knew it 
well—is not only one of unethical Bolshevism, 
but Bolshevism in ethics. 

In more polite language, ours is an age of 
ethical relativity, e situation is just as it 
was in old Athens after their great war. 


A MODERN SOCRATES. 

Euripides, the dramatist, makes one_of his 
characters say, “ Nothing is wrong unless 
people think it wrong.” Socrates, who was 
present in the theatre, shouted, * Wrong is 
wrong, whether people think it is or not.’ 
Dr. Ross has done for us what Socrates did 
for Athens. He recalled an unwilling age to 
the stubborn facts of the moral life: he 
draws a ring round the act itself, and lie 
leaves outside the ring the motives and the 
consequences, 


SWEEPSTAKE MORALS. 

When English visitors come to ús nowadays 
we always wonder whether they take a ticket 
: et, another sort, of 
ticket in Dublin. Broadly speaking, doctors 
think sweepstakes good, and parsons think 
them bad. The motives of promoters and 
ticket-holders are good, are bad, ave mixed. 
the consequences to the community and to 
the individual are good, are bad, are in- 
different, Js it simply a question of the law 
of the land and individeal taste? ‘The 
primary ethical problem is not whether the 
sweepstakes are good or bad, but is gambling 
right or wrong? Let parents declare their 
intentions, 
_ We keep promises, said Dr. Luce, because 
it is right to do so, and for no c’her reason. 
Difficulties arise, not from the absence of 
duty, but from the presence of conflicting 
duties, Dr. Ross had shown how tc resolve 
the difficulties. Often the promise must be 
broken in the letter in order to keep it in 
the spirit. Dr. Ross had made it clear that 
utilitarianism, the old in the new, was in 
theory impossible, and in application to 
practice an inferior method. As a system of 
ethics utilitarianism had a noble past. Does 
conscientiousness lessen the injustice towards 
works of charity and mercy? 


DEVOTION TO DUTY. 

Far from it; but devotion to duty will 
prevent us from going off on a wild goose 
chase. We cannot make ourselves happy to 
order, and surely it is good to try to make 
the lot of other people happy. We do not 
keep our promises from motives. When we 
blame a man for a breach of promise we are 
not blaming his motives, but his act. It 1s 
usually unethical to judge another for his 
motive. We keep Fan because, as true 
men, we cannot falsify our past declaration 
of intended action. We keep promises because 
other selves count on our doing so. We keep 
promises because God is the grand covenanter, 
and law and order and constancy are the 
permanent fabric of creation. 

Mr. La Touche Godfrey, F.,T.C.D.,agreed with 
Dr. ‘Ross in his attack on utilitarianism, but 
he said he disagreed with his theory of right 
and good. He suggested that Aristotle's 
theory of the good life should be substituted 
for the utilitarian doctrine of good, and then 
it would not be necessary to separate the 
tight and good, as Dr. Ross does.

MOONLIGHT ADVENTURE 


DISTURBED BY WATCHFUL 
GUARDS. 


The figures of four men silhouetted against 
the moonlight on the summit of a hill 
attracted the attention of Sergeant Ward 
and Guards Ruane and McGinn, of Chapel- 
izod, while on duty on the Lucan side of 
the village between two and three o’clock 
yesterday morning.

“The Birth of Tragedy,’’ failed even to 
secure a single review in the newspapers, 
to the present day, when his genius is 
beginning at last to find proper 
recognition, the whole purpose and direc- 
tion of Nietzsche’s thought have been mis- 
read. In the English-speaking countries, 
especially, his use of the phrase die blonde 
Bestie, and his vision of an ultimate 
Uebermensch, or superman, have en- 
couraged the totally false idea that 
Nietzsche was a kind of sublimated 
Treitschke, an apostle of over-bearing 
Prussianism, whose message to the 
German people was that they should ride 
roughshod over civilisation. Nothing 
could be farther from the truth. In fact, 
Nietzsche hated Prussianism, as our 
generation has known it. He loved the 
pre-Bismarck Germany, but detested the 
policy of the, Iron Chancellor, whom he 
regarded as his country’s greatest enemy. 
Nietzsche was a lover of peace, not of war, 
an apostle of love rather than of hatred ; 
but his was a voice crying in the wilder- 
ness, and it is only now that Europe is 
awakening to his gospel. 

Mr. O’Brien has set out to tell the truth 
about Nietzsche for the first time. It is 
an ambitious task; for he claims to out- 
strip all previous biographies of the great 
German. His book will arouse controversy, 
but it is a fine achievement. He explains, 
as no previous writer has explained, the 
part that was played in Nietzsche’s un- 
happy life by Cosima Wagner, who was the 
Ariadne of his Dionysos, and the strong 
influence on his mind of the Wagnerian 
cult—both when he almost worshipped it 
and when he revolted against it. It is a 
fascinating, but tragic, story. This re- 
markable man, doomed to ill-health from 
childhood, was Professor of Classics in 
Basel at an age when most men still are 
students. Haunted by his hopeless love 
for Cosima, he fought against illness and 
despair, produging masterpiece after 
masterpiece foran unresponsive public, 
until at last, obsessed by his own philo- 
sophy, torn between the dismembered 
Dionysos and the Christ crucified, he 
became convinced of his own godhead, and 
plunged into outer darkness. Mr. O’Brien’s 
work reveals a fine appreciation of the 
Nietzschean philosophy as well as a 
gracious and sympathetic style. 


SNAKES* 


Snakes. By F. W. 
Hutchinson. 10/6 net, 
HE extent of ignorance that persists in 
all appertaining to reptiles is lament- 
able and surprising. One hears marvellous 
anecdotes of ‘‘ snake stones,’’ of adven- 
tures with reptiles that would leave the 
most venal angler quivering with righteous 
horror, and of giant constrictors that yield 
the palm in size only to the Midgaard 
serpent. Unfortunately, the pure tenets

nical text books. Save for the names of 
Boulanger and Ditmars, science in this 
branch offers but an ill-filled scroll to the 
plain man who desires to learn about the 
wriggling creatures that fill him with such 
delicious horror at the ‘‘ zoos.’’. Mr. 
FitzSimons, however, supplies this want, 


vountry of South Africa, He treats well, 
yet very simply, of the snakes that, ap- 
parently, infest large districts, and gives 
excellent accounts of their habits and of 
the playful ways that endear them to the 
colonists. He narrates many astounding 
stories, and, best of all, gives valuable 
advice in case of snake bite. Most of the 
poisonous reptiles of that part of Africa 
come under discussion, but the deadly 
mambas usurp the major portion of the 
book. Of these terrible: viperids he gives 
numerous anecdotes. He discusses the 
vexed question of native and quack anti- 
dotes for snake bite, and comes to the 
conclusion that only one remedy exists— 
namely, fresh serum, prepared from the 
offending serpent, and injected as soon,as 
possible. He gives instances of the cobras 
of the genera naia and sepedon, which pos- 
sess the power of ejaculating their venom 
to a distance of five or six feet, usually at 
the face’ of their aggressor. 

The author, an Lrishman, is the curator 
and founder of the celebrated snake park 
at Port Elizabeth, where hundreds of the 
most deadly reptiles are kept in a state of 
semi-captivity. The illustrations are 
numerous and excellent. 


PAPAL HISTORY. 
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The Lives of the Popes in the Middle Ages. Vol. 
XVI, By the Reverend Monsignor Horace Kk. 
Mann, D.D., and Professor Holinsteiner, London: 
Kegaa Paul. 16/- net. 
HIS is the sixteenth volume of Mon- 
signor Mann’s great work on the 
medieval Popes—and the last that will 
appear from his pen. While the book was 
yet in manuscript the author died; and 
the latter part of the volume—that which 
treats of the period 1276-1280—has been 
completed by Professor Hollnsteiner, of 
the University of Vienna. The bock bears 
every sign of the vast learning and ex- 
haustive scholarship that distinguished 
the earlier volumes. There is no trace of 
flagging, and vigour and insight are there 
in full measures. The author died in the 
full flight of his powers, and his manu- 
script was completed and ready for publi- 
cation, save for the short period 
mentioned, covering the lives of the Popes 
Martin IV. and Honorius IV. Appa- 
rently no work had been done on this 
period, save for an extract from Potthast’e

R. ROBERT GIBBINGS’S “Tahitian 
journal” is a book to catch the eye; 
that result is ensured by the author's ad-, 
mirabla wood-engravings. The book, how- 
ever, is a great deal more than a mere 
setting for the pictures. Mr. Gibbings, 
who is an Irishman, writes as delightfully 
as he illustrates, and his Arcadian adven- 
tures in Tahiti are told with a delicate 
disregard of prudery which will annoy 
many people, but must entrance the artist. 
He loves J'uhiti, its trees and fish and hills 
and girls; but he has little affection to 
spare for the missionaries. Like Steven-

the South Seas which has appeared since 
Stevenson died. 


AN ALPINE 
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Alps and Men. By G, R. de Beer. London: Ar- 
nold, 16/- net. 


R. DE BEER’S book is as. entertain- 
ing as it is unusual, He has com- 

piléd from the diaries of tourists and 
travellers in Switzerland, who flourished 
during the years 1750 to 1850, a delight- 
ful account of that country in the days 
before tourists overran the peaceful val- 
leys and mountain slopes. In those days 
it was something to have visited Switzer- 
land. The innumerable conveniences as 
we know them to-day had not even been 
thought of, while in the earlier days 
there was actually a danger that one 
might be murdered in one’s bed. Hardy 
British travellers, with well-filled pockets 
and a reticence truly Spartan, as well 
as a few continental savants, who might 
almost be termed ‘explorers, were the 
only voyagers in that mountainous land 
then. The author gives us a truly re- 
presentative gathering of these worthies, 
from Andreae and Meiners down to the 
witty and most Gallic Tépffer, who, with 
his band of “ hikers,”’ told later of those 
journeys in the “ Zig-zug’’ series, so

ROFESSOR HICKS’S exposition of the 
. theory of wages, thougia technical, is 
very lucid. The book cleaves automatic- 
ally into the treatment of the subject ol 
wages under free competition, and the 
more complex consideration of the effect 
on wages of their artificial regulation 
through trade unionism, standard rates 
and the instrumentality of strikes. While 
the author barely touches on the relation 
of wages to general industrial fluctuations 
or trade cycles, he holds out hope that, 
coupled with a more elastic monetary 
policy, there may be an alternative some- 
where between stabilisation of prices and 
stabilisation of the social income, which 
would avoid intense fluctuations of in- 
dustry and uiso would avert a downward 
pressure on money wages. 

Some of the interesting problems treated 
in this comprehensive survey are the effect 
of standard rates in creating an unemploy- 
able class, State employment, the eifect 
of change of wages on efficiency or 
willingness to work, labour-saving inven- 
tions, rationalisation, international regula- 
tion of hours. Perhaps, the most interest- 
ing is the theory of industrial disputes, 
dealing with the mechanics of strikes. 

Mr. Clark’s “ The National Income ” 
brings the work of Bowley and Sir Josiah 
Stamp up to date; and the earlier figures 
—particularly with regard to wages—are 
amended on the basis of the figures of the 
last three years. There is a detailed 
analysis of the production end of ‘the 
national income, its distribution between 
classes and the spending of it. The last two 
chapters include a great deal of new 
material on prices, costs, investment and 
savings, which have an interesting bearing 
on the theory of money. The overlapping 
and dilatoriness of British statistics come 
in for some hard knocks from Mr. Clark, 
and he wishes to proclaim far and wide the 
‘“‘ deliberate obscurantism ” practised in 
the matter of figures relating to industrial 
profits. These figures, he says, despite 
the strong recommendations of the Inland 
Revenue Department and the Balfour and 
Macmillan Commissions, are suppressed 
because the vested interests of industry 
fear that adverse use might be made of 
them by the trade unions in negotiations 
on wages,

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Under Czar and Soviet. By John W. Hird.

R. HIRD worked in Russia for a 
British trading concession from 1900 
until it was closed down in 1931. His 
lengthy residence enabled him to acquire 
a thorough grasp of the Russian 
language, and he claims that he enjoyed 
the confidence of all classes of the people 
to an exceptional degree, and possesses a 
rare understanding of their outlook and 
manner of life. He does not leave us 1r 
any doubt about his reaction towards the 
revolution of 1917 and the Bolshevik 
régime that followed. From beginning te 


end, ““ Under Czar and Soviet ” is a de- 


nunciation of everything that the present 


rulers of Russia have done, are doing, and 
hope to do. Mr. Hird finds, apparently, 
no saving grace in anything that the 
revolution has achieved, and contrasts the 
Russia of thirty-two years ago, when iife 
was ““ample, pleasant and healthful,” 
with its condition to-day, where every 
element suffers from ‘‘ semi-starvation 
overcrowding and debility.’’ 

This book would be more convincing if 
the views that it contains were not ex- 
pressed so violently, and if certain state- 
ments were omitted which are absurd 
when taken literally. For instance, the 
author remarks that “ religion has been 
abolished,’’ and adds: ‘‘The relies of 
saints have been deposed,. but the em- 
balmed body of Lenin must be wor- 
shipped.’’ Actually, as he admits else- 
where, religion is tolerated under certain 
conditions, and the embalmed body of 
Lenin in Moscow is nct worshipped by his

The 
fall of Jerusalem is magnificently told, and 
Herr Feuchtwanger elaborates the strange 
shifts of Joseph s outlook, as he paints the 
portrait of Vespasian, with masterly skill.

—-Mara, Dorion, Titus, Caenis, Berenice— 
are a tribute to his genius of portrayal.

SUGAR-BEET FACTORY FOR 
ATHENRY. 

Dr. Ryan, Free State Minister for Agricul- 
ture, received, at Government Buildings, 
Dublin, yesterday, a deputation from County 
Galway, urging on him the desirability of 
establishing a beet factory at Athenry. 

The deputation was introduced’ by 
Deputies Stephen Jordan, Thomas Powell, 
and Seán Broderick. 

The case for the establishment of the 
factory at Athenry was put forward at con- 
iamh length, and it was pointed out that 
Athenry possessed many natural advantages 
because ot ths central situation and the fact 
that ten goods trains passed through the 
station each day. Farms which were of 
limestone land averaged 20 acres each in 
the vicinity, and the land, according to 
statistics, showed a higher percentage of 
crop yield than any other part of the 
country, 

The Rev. Father Conroy, P.F., Athenry, 
one of the principal spokesmen, directed the 
attention of Dr. Ryan to the special suit- 
ability of the soil for beet-growing and the 
availability of quantities of manure, which 
could be brought to Athenry in a convenient 
manner, 

The employment side of the project was 
also stressed by various speakers. 

The Minister admitted, when the deputa- 
tion had concluded, that a strong case had 
been made out for Athenry, and agreed that, 
if the policy in regard to sugar beet-growing 
in his bad was to be earried out, the claim 
made on behalf of Athenry could not be 
easily dismissed.

I reflected on how 
short our memories are, when he reminded 
me that only. ten or twelve years ago 
pedestrians who used the bridge were few 
and far between—because they had to dis- 
gorge the sum of a-halfpenny for use of the 
short-cut. Known to all as the “ Half- 
penny — bridge, it was then the property 
of a company wlio had erected the struc- 
ture as a speculation in toll revenues. 
Viewing its indispensability to-day, one 
wonders how such an anachronism 
managed to survive into the twentieth 
century.

With reference to your recent paragraph | 


about “An Old Dublin Castle’’ (writes a 
friend),, I have had the privilege of 
ascending the old tower. There-was a move 
some time ago towards demolishing the 
tower as being unsafe, as it was noticed 
that the top portion was gradually develop- 
ing a serious list towards the southern 
portion of the dwelling. The present 
owners, in an endeavour to preserve what 
must be one of the oldest habitable dwel- 
lings and most typical specimens of the 
architecture of the Pale in Co. Dublin, 
carried out a miniature St. Paul’s job by 
bmding the turrets with iron. The tower 
reaches about. 80 feet from the ground, and 
actually formed. a complete dwelling in 
itself, as the southern portion was not 
added until the early eighteenth century. 
Crossing the moat which is still fed with 
water from an unknown source, one passes 
through the great‘ old gateway, or bawn 
(cattle enclosure). On the. left, in the 
archway, is a dark. dungeon, or sentry 
hole, about the height and breadth of a 
man, and barred by a héaty iron gate 
which bears the inscription “ MALLET.”’ 


Che November Meteors. 


November is noted for its meteoric 
abundance. Besides the Leonids, which 
form thé most important display, there are 
other showers, as the Taurids in the early 
pest and the Andromedids towards the 
atter part of the ‘month. There is an 
interesting shower on the 5th, with the 
principal maximum at 11.20 p.m., followed 
by another large maximum on the 6th at 
Meteors should be looked for on 
the morning of the 9th, chiefly about 2.15 
and 5.45, and on the evenings of the 10th 
and 11th before midnight. There is a good 
maximum also on the 12th at 9.20 p.m. 
There 1s much moonlight about the middle 
of the month. Notwithstanding this 
adverse circumstance,. the Leonids give 
promise of appearing in unusual numbers 
There is a large 
maximum on the 15th at 8.20 a.m., which 
will be visible mostly in America. There 
is another maximum on the evening of the 
15th at 3 o'clock, but there are also 
maxima on the 16tk at ó a.m. and 9 a.m., 
the second of which will be observed only 
in America. . The shower is very wide- 
spread and will be visible over both the 
European and American’ continents. 
Secondary maxima: occur on the morning 
of the 17th about 4 a.m. and later. There 
is a good deal of meteoric activity on the 
mornings of the 19th and 20th, and on the 
night of the 20th between 7.40 and 10.50. 
Another evening shower occurs on the 
22nd about 10.15, and also on the 26th and 
28th, between 10 o'clock and midnight. 
There is another shower of note on the 
50th, with maxima at 6.15 p.m. and

DISTRESS RELIEF. 


The Churches in Belfast have set an 
example of practical help to the unem- 
ployed. It was largely through their 
efforts that public attention was focussed 
upon the grave conditions of distress. and 
starvation amongst the unemployed, and so 
stirred public opinion that the Belfast 
Board of Guardians, with the approval of 
the Government, adopted new scales of 
distress relief. While these scales in some 
respects are not yet satisfactory, they go a 
great deal further than the old method of 
dealing with unemployment distress, and 
the relief workers on strike showed wisdom 
in accepting them. It is to be regretted 
that the representations of the Churches 
and others were not adopted earlier. They 
might have averted the rioting which has 
involved the city im claims for criminal 
injuries amounting to £16,517 and the con- 
viction of over 90 people for riot and un- 
lawful assembly. The Churches have given 
another lead in the united appeal for 
£5,000 to assist the considerable amount of 
unrelieved misery that exists among 
people whose feelings of pride have kept 
them silent. Over £1,000 was subscribed 
in the first list—a tribute to the generosity 
of leading citizens and firms who appre- 
ciate the need. 


RECLAMATION SCHEME. 


The decision of the Belfast Harbour 
Board to give employment to an additional 
150 men upon the Sydenham reclamation 
scheme draws attention to an important 
harbour development which has been in 
progress for some years, and is not yet 
completed. Many citizens can remember 
when the Belfast Lough washed the Bel- 
fast and County Down Railway embank- 
ment from Holywood to Belfast. At that 
time there were many complaints during 
the summer months at an offensive smell 
from the green seaweed (ulva latissima), 
which grew upon the slobland. A Royal 
Commission inquired into the matter, and 
during the chairmanship of the Improve- 
ment Committee of the present Lord 
Mayor it was decided that the harbour 
authorities should reclaim this slobland ; 
and so a more expensive scheme was 
abandoned, with a consequent saving to 
the ratepayers. More than half of this 
three miles of slobland has now been re- 
claimed, and the sea is a quarter of a mile 
away from the railway embankment. 
When it is remembered that the Belfast 
shipyards are built upon somewhat 
similar reclaimed land, also the huge oil.

ANOTHER MILK DISPUTE. 


There is a prospect of another, milk dis- 
pute in Belfast, Last year the Northern 
farmers and milk-producers fought the city 
distributors and won. The change from 
summer to winter milk prices is the cause 
of the trouble. The summer retail price is 
5d. per quart, an extra penny being 
charged during the winter months. It has 
been suggested that both producers and 
retailers this winter, owing to the bad 
times, should agree that the summer price

What is 
required in Northern Ireland is a factory 
to manufacture dried milk and condensed

SUBSTITUTE FOR PETROL. 


Exhaustive experiments have been made 
with the creosote oil substitute for petri 
which has been evolved in the Chemistry 
Department of the Belfast Gas Works, 
and it is now clear that a valuable by- 
product has been discovered, which, if 
produced in sufficient quantity in the gas 
undertakings in Great Britain and Ire- 
land, will be able to reduce the petrol 
bill by half. The Belfast Omnibus Com. 
pany, after testing the fuel over 400,000 
miles of Northern roads in a specially 
converted ‘bus during the past fifteen 
months, has decided to convert for its 
use more units-of their fleet. The oil can 
be sold at 6d. per gallon, and the Omnibus 
Company has entered into an agreement 
with the Corporation to secure preferen- 
tial supplies for the next five years... Uf 
the entire fleet of ‘buses owned by the 
company is converted to use the new oil, 
it will save ld. per mile, or approximately 
£20,000 per year. No secret has been 
made of the formula by which the oil is 
produced, and it has been broadcast 
throughout the British Empire. Fxperi- 
ments along the same lines are also pro- 
ceeding in various centres in England. 
The Belfast Gas Works, without any in- 
crease in plant, can produce half a 
million gallons of the oil per annum, and 
other gas undertakings can produce the 


Mbil according to the capacity of the plant.

PARSONS AND PARISHES. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—‘‘Fixed in one spot for a clerical lite 
time, a man is prone to rust; rector and 
parish may become too well acquainted with 
each other. The Church of Ireland might 
benefit by some adaptation of the Methodist 
system.” Such are the closing words of 
your leading article. 1 am glad that this 
problem has been stated again. Your 
challenge was an issue of the Church Reform 
League in the year 1922. Unfortunately, 
this League was dissolved when its financial 
reforms were carried into effect. Ten years 
have passed and the Church of Ireland still 
remains, over the greater part of the country, 
in clerical immobility. In many parts « 
the South and West clergymen, in the full 
vigour of life, are left ministering to * few 
families, while in the North incumbents are 
over-worked in huge city parishes. 

Mar of those working in lonely 
places lack stimulus and. encouragement. A 
change of sphere may come too late; they 
have got into a groove. On the other hand 
their clerical brethren in large city parishes 
should be given a period of opportunity to 
renew their strength. In both cases pastor 
and people would benefit by a change. 
Under our present system the hand of death 
is, for the most part, the only means ol 
change. With some brilliant exceptions, ten 
years in one parish gives thf best results 
the exception goes to prove the rule. Those

o find our work congenial should 
not forget the isolation of the lonely parish 
or the burden of the over-worked clergyman ; 
nor should we be unmindful of many con- 
gregations who desire a change of mimistry, 
and yet have no means of effecting this 
change under our present system. There are 
square pegs in round holes. A change ever) 
ten years or so would ensure more happ' 
conditions, but this change must be made 
automatic and compulsory. At present the 
dioceses of Ireland are almost water-tight 
compartments; there is little interchange be 
tween town and country and between North 
and South. 

It is in-possible to state the problem full) 
and to suggest a remedy. in the short space 
of a letter, but let the next General Synod 
prepare some scheme. The time of ©

fruitful discussion, but here is a living 1ssu: 
The Church Reform League has in its 
archives a scheme for a ' mobile ministr 
Perhaps, this would serve as a useful basis 
for our Svnods upon which to work, Cond 
tions of Church life in Ireland to-day de 
mand far more interchange of sphere than 
the days when our population was mor

Irish in the Schools. 


In the Free State’s teething days the 
Irish language became a test of patriotism. 
Tne Government's ideal was a nation 
of . Irish-speakers — to be created 
by every legitimate inducement, and, 
if inducement should fail, by com- 
pulsion. To this end schools were forced 
to give the major part of their time to 
the teaching of Irish; young teachers were 
dedicated to the cult, and knowledge of 
Irish was rewarded with extraordinary 
advantages in all the public services. In 
those days critics of this aggressive move- 
When they 


poliey they were shouted down as bigoted 
“ West Britons’’; when they pleaded the 
value of other subjects than Irish they 
derided as victims of “the slave 
mind.” Ten years have passed since the 
experiment began, and they have brought 
—especially the last two or three of them— 
a notable change in public opinion. 
During the recent discussions in Dáil 
Eireann criticism of the State’s Irish 
policy was not confined to 
Professors Thrift, Alton and other “‘ ex- 
Unionist’? members. It was supported 
by some well-known enthusiasts of the 
language movement, and by shrewd and 
broad-minded Nationalists, like . Mr. 
Dillon. Such men quarrel not with the 
State’s goal, but with its methods. Their 
net charge is that the Irish chariot, like 
Jehu’s -chariot, is being driven too 
furiously, and-that the language is suffer- 
ing through the excessive claims which 
are being made on its behalf. 

Ten years, in fact, have confirmed the 
misgivings of the early critics. In action 
the Free State's Irish programme has re- 
vealed important drawbacks, and the 
lavish expenditure of money is not the

chief of them. MTYreland is a poor country. 
Her first asset is her brains, with which 
she is well supplied; and she must 
exercise them in competition with the 
world, If the Free State’s young citizens 
are to thrive. not only at home, but abroad, 
their mental equipment must be adequate 
ty the world’s needs. Now it is becoming 


clear that the programme of the Fiee 


State's schools is handicapping Irish 
children in the race for life. Im a higher 
range of learning the claims of Irish 
are discouraging the study of modern 
languages, which are being eliminated 
steadily from the secondary schools. In 
the national schools, by the ‘testimony of 
level-headed and impartial employers, the 
supremacy of Irish is playing havoc with 
the standards of general education. 
Clerks, shop-assistants and farm-workers 
are less competent for their jobs than 
their fathers were in the simple days of 
“the three R’s.”’ Moreover, the pre- 
dominant language is not thriving on the 
blood of its victims. The system which 
has made Irish the medium for the teach- 
ing of all subjects in. primary schools is 
producing a\ generation that is: equally 
|inapt in Irish and in English—unlike 
Meecenas, it is indoctus wtriuague lingua.

A Meat Quota. 

4 highly interesting, and in many ways 
a paradoxical, situation has arisen in 
Great Britain with regard to the problem 
of meat imports. Britain for many years 
has been importing a very large proportion 
of her meat supplies. She has bought store 
cattle from Ireland, and chilled beef, 
mutton and lamb in huge quantities from 
the other Dominions and from the Argen- 
tine. At the Ottawa Conference her delv- 
gates undertook to impose no tariffs on 
meat from imperial sources ; but since they 
returned there has been a growing move- 
ment in favour of some measure of 
restriction. The British farmer is in 
almost as bad a way as his Irish neighbour. 
World prices have fallen so heavily that, 
despite the absence of Irish stores from 


“the British market, the prices in Smith- 


field last month in the case of home-grown 
beef were 14 per cent., and in the case 
of mutton nearly 30 per cent., lower than 
those of the previous year. It has been 
estimated that, if present prices continue, 
the British farmer will lose no less than 
£10,000,000 during the . present year. 
Naturally, therefore, the agrarian interest” 
throughout Great Britain are seeking some 
means whereby they can raise the price of 
home-grown meat. Some 200 members of 
Parliament—all Conservatives—have de- 
cided that the arrangements which were 
made at Ottawa are not sufficient to save 
the farmer from extinction. Many of them 
declare that nothing less than an import 
duty of fourpence a pound on meat will 
suffice, while virtually all of them insist 
that there must be some form of restric- 
tion on imports, Manifestly, a tariff would 
be inadvisable. It merely would divert 
demand from beef to mutton, and, as 
Britain buys some 70 per cent. of her 


whole purpose. of the impost would be 
defeated. From the purely economic 
point of view any attempt to force up 
prices artificially by the :creation of an un- 
real shortage is indefensible. Any form of 
import restriction must hit the Free State 
farmer severely; for it is clear that no 
quota system. that does not include Irish 
cattle will be of much use to the British 
producer. Of course, a large section cf 
public opinion in England denounces any 
restriction of imports at a time when there 
are so many hungry people in the country ; 
but the agricultural wing of the Conserva- 
tive Party is very powerful. In all likelli- 
hood, therefore, some restriction will be 
placed on meat imports—at any rate, for 
a period—and the Irish farmer may find 
himself bound by a quota when Mr, de 
Valera has decided that the economic war 
has lasted long enough. The English 
farmer at last is beginning to look after 
his own interests.

The Canning Industry. 


It is not right that England should take 
the lead of Ireland in industries whose 
basis is agricultaral. We have urged on 
numerous occasions that the Free State 
ought to possess that highly important 
and valuable adjunct of agriculture—a 
canning industry. There have been 
rumours in plenty, but nothing mater’ 1 
seems to be emerging. Meanwhile the 
British canning industry is advancing 
from strength to strength, and, with the 
application of the Ottawa duties, a rosy 
prospect stretches before it. Last year’s 
output of tinned fruit and vegetables has 
been estimated at 83,000,000 cans, and by 
the close of this year it is probable that 
the annual product will have reached a 
minimum figure of 100,000,000 cans, Such 
an output implies an industry of no 
mean dimensions, and all credit is 
due to those people who, only five 
or six years ago, foresaw the pdssi- 
bilities of their venture. Similar fore- 
sight at the time in Ireland would 
have been attended, in all probability, 
with equal success. The British industry 
has obtained a flying start, but there is no 
reason why, even at this late hour, Ireland 


should not make an effort to catch up 


with England in the matter of fruit and 
vegetable canning. This industry, in its 
intermediate position between an agricu)- 
tural. employment. and a manufacturing 
industry, is eminently suited to the new 
conditions of the Free State. It can be 
started on a small scale, and increased in 


scope accordingly as success brings money 
with .it. The. English canning trade, 


moreover, has given new life to the can- 


new factories, as we believe, into existence.

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MEASURES. 


TRANSPORT BILL 
NOT READY, 


—-—

ITH. the clearance of the .estimates 
from the Order Paper of the Dail 
yesterday, it is hoped that the House will 
shortly get to work on various items of 
legislation which are long overdue. It is 
feared, however, that the session upon 
which the Dail has started is not likely to 
produce much really constructive legisla- 
tion. The Government is so much con- 
cerned with what is largely sentimental, 
and to a great extent destructive of pre- 
vious policies, that it seems highly im- 
probable that time will be found for 
numerous really urgent measures. 

Next week, it seems, will be given over 
to the Appropriation Bill, the Wheat 
Bill and the Control of Prices Bill. A 
transport bill, to meet the exigencies of 
the Free State railways, has been. pro- 
mised for immediate inmtroduction.. The 
Labour Party has demanded this, and the 
Government, through various Ministers, 
has agreed that the position demands 
instant attention.

LAND ANNUITIES.

It was stated 
that, there was no preparation in advance, but 
there was preparation. The direct prepara- 
tion. that might have been possible, if Britain 
had been prepared from the start to indicate 
that she was going to contemplate seriously 
a trade agreement with them—that sort 
of preparation did not take place, but, 
so far as ‘statistics and  informatim™ 
were concerted they were. available to be 
examined, and that sort of preparation was 
made. They were asked to what extent the 
delegation was free. The delegation, like 
most delegations going to do business of that 
sort, got their instructions, He was not 
going to give détails of these instructions— 
it was not necessary. They had adequate 
power to do their work, and with the safe- 
guards that they considered to be desirable— 
within these instructions the delegation went 
to Ottawa, and with credit to themselves, and 


| credit to the country. 


ADDRESSES. 


Before they went they knew that addresses 
of the sort that had been referred to would, in 
all probability, be presented, and the Govern- 
ment was well aware of that fact. Mention

the Russian Consul to ask him if he had any 
reply to make. The Consul stated that he 
had received: no list of names, and that he 
had sent on to Russia to find out if employ- 
ment could be found for these men under the 
terms mentioned. 


WHO? 


Mr. BRISCCE asserted that the letter read 
by Mr. McGilligan differed in some words 
from the original sent by him. Who, he asked, 
fed the editors of the Figaro and the Lami

AMERICAN DOLLARS. 


Mr. DE VALERA said that Deputy 
McGilligan had asked if any deputy were 
attacked in a foreign newspaper that the 
Minister would feel it a part of his duty to 
reply. He had already made it clear that 
that was not the general practice, but 
act-on had been taken because the Republican 
movement had been attacked. They re- 
called the suggestions first that it was 
German gold and, later, Russian gold that 
had financed the mpavement. The Republican 
movement, in so far as it was financed from 
outside, was financed publicly, in a normal 
way in America and by contributions from 
home.

THE DRUMM BATTERY.

ITS COMMERCIAL 


POSSIBILITIES. 


Moving a vote of £9,000 for electrical 
battery developmént and research, 

Mr. LEMASS, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, said that the late Government had 
decided, on tha request of the Drumm Battery 
Company, to make a further provision of 
£25,000 in that year. When the change of 
Government had occurred he had certain 


‘discussions with the company, and it was 


agreed that out of that sum there would be 
provided only the amount necessary to main- 
tain the existing organisation of the company 
and to complete the programme for the con- 
struction of two battery coaches which were 
then in hands. he amount mentioned in that 
discussion was about £8,000. A further sum 
of about £4,000 would be reqnired by the 
company to continue the activity until the 
end of the current financial year. ‘The 
attitude he took was that they could not ask 
the Vail to vote any substantial sum for the 
development of this battery until they had 
secured patents for the battery, amd also a 
report from a competent and reputable firm of 
consulting engineers as to its value 
far practical purposes. Patents had been 
granted in a number of countries, but 
not in Great Britain, Germany, or the United 
States of America. There was, however, no 
reason to contemplate any difficulties in that 
connection. 


Mr. McGILLIGAN—Could they have been 
granted in the time? 


PATENTS. 


Mr. LEMASS said that there was no 
reason to anticipate that the applications for 
patents in those countries were not taking 
their usual course, or that any difficulty 
would arise in that connection, and it was 
his view that neavy financial liabilities should 
not be ineurred until they were secured. The 
company had commissioned a firm of consult- 
ing engineers of international repute to re: 
port on the value of the battery for traction 
purposes. Representatives of that firm were 
here making investigations, which, were not 
expected to be completed for some months. 
They had been asked for an interim report, 
which was at present being drafted. Two 
new battery coaches were constructed during 
the year. They tad been tried out, and the 
company had informed him that they had 
proved satisfactory im every way. An 
average of 230 miles has been run daily, and 
there was apparently no reason to anticipate 
that the battery was not technically satis- 
factory. | 


England, is able to express a ' confident 


begin regular operation next, year. 
He indicated that Imperial Airways would 
probably extend their service by co-operation 
with an Indian company from Karachi to 
Singapore, and that the rest of the Eastern 
section would be undertaken by Australian 
interests. Port Darwin, which has seen 
the. beginning or the end of 
many if hts between England and 
Australia, is envisaged as the radial point 
for services connecting the main Empire 
trunk line with the chief cities of ' the 
Commonwealth. - 
Thus the way to the inauguration of the 
world’s longest air line—and, because of the 
route it follows, potentially far the most im- 
portant of the network of possible trunk 
routes all over the globe—seems clear. 


DUTCH PROPOSAL. 

Many details have still to be worked out, 
and important discussions are going forward 
daily in London, Delhi, and at Government 
and Air Line headquarters in Australia. Still 
to be announced is the reply of the Australian 
authorities to the offer of the Dutch to extend 
their service to the Netherlands East Indies 
as far as Australia, though it is hoped that 
the idea of “ all-Empire” operation will not 
be jeopardised. 
The atttude of the Indian Government, 
which has invariably asserted its right to 
control all air line traffic in India, upset 
earlier negotiations for the extension of the 
present England-India mail and passenger 
service to Calcutta and beyond, but Colonel 
Shelmerdine’s statement shows that a way 
round the difficulty has been invented. 

Meanwhile, British constructors are go:ng 
ahead with the building of special high-spee 
mail-carrying aircraft, which could easily 
operate a regular service all the way from 
London to Sydney and Melbourne in a 
week, should a ‘‘ mails only ” service be de- 
cided on to supplement the passenger traffic. 

Even if the present policy cf carrying mails 
and passengers together in the same machines 
be continued, however, the airway will still 
offer immense saving of time over the swiftest 
steamships. A point to remember in criticis- 
ing the British air line craft on the score of 
speed is that the present fleet of Imperial Air- 
ways, including the new monoplanes ordered 
for the African routes, shows an average 
cruising speed considerably higher than that 
of any other European air transport company. 


TRANS-ATLANTIC PROSPECTS. 

The Director of Civil Aviation also had 
something to say about the possibilities of a 
trans-Atlantic service. He discussed in detail 
two routes: in the north, across Southern 
Greenland, and in the south by way of 
Lisbon, the Azores, and Bermuda, 

The northern route calls «nly for flying 
stages of 500 miles, but 1 “- 
and expensive ground organisation ; even then 
tie regular operation throughout the year 
might G impossible because of. bad weather. 

Rett-r weather prevails over the southern 
route, but it is longer, and means a sea 
crossing of 2,075 miles. 

Other suggestions, he stated, were to 
employ “great circle”’ routes, going in the 
westerly direction by way of the Cape Verde 
Islands and the W2st Indies, with the help 
of the prevailing easterly winds, and 
travelling east from Newfoundland, with the 
help of the westerly winds prevailing in those 
latitudes 


SWIFT TRAVEL. 

The immediate possibility of operating an 
air service between London and Australia in 
seventy-two Hours’ elapsed time was urged 
by Air Commodore J. A. Chamer 
in a lecture last week at the Imperial 
College of Science. Basing his statement on 
the fact that the new British mail-carrier 
will cruise at 159 miles an hour and have a 
range non-stop of at least 1,000 miles, the 
speaker declared that, with such speed, and 
assuming flight along the most direct avail- 
able routes, Egypt could be reached from 
London in 133 hours’ flying time, Karachi in 
26 hours, Cape Town in 40} hours, Australia 
in 57 hours and Canada in 8 hours, 

If existing routes were followed and full 
allowance made for stops to re-fuel, the time 
required for the flight between England and 
Australia would be 72 hours. These, he de- 
clared, were not dream figures, and could be 
realised immediately at relatively small cost 
without stretching the abilities of the air- 
craft designers. : 

Actually, the performance of the new mail. 
carrier will be superior to that assumed by 
Air Cemmodore Chamier. The cruising 
speed is expected to be 172 m.p.h. and the 
range in still air will be 1,250 miles with.a 
crew of three men and 1,000 pounds of mail 
load on board. A little calculation shows 
that “ Australia in sixty hours ' is by no 
means an impossible slogan for the first com- 
pany which will operate a high-speed mail 
service with relays of this kind of aircraft. 
The cruising speed is 15 per cent, ,higher 
than Air Commodore Chamier took as his 
basis, and the employment of reia¥s of 
machines would eliminate much of the time 
spent at the intermediate halts.
